■;1wo  male  students  saw  a  flash  and  heard  an 
olosion  at  10:40  p.m.  They  found  Hall  dazed  and 
iplaining  she  could  not  hear,  Harker  said, 
he  witnesses  also  saw  three  males  loitering  by 
Maeser  Building,  Harker  said.  The  suspects 
cod  nearby  laughing  and  then  headed  toward  the 
lin  campus. 

Police  believe  the  bag  was  filled  with  an  explo- 
|  J  gas,  such  as  acetylene,  said  Harker.  Hall  sus- 
ftjaed  chemical  burns  to  her  legs,  and  her  ear- 
:ctn tms  were  ruptured. 
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“I  consider  this  a  life-threatening  situation,”  said 
John  B.  Stohlton,  BYU  executive  vice-president. 
“This  is  a  deadly,  deadly  prank,”  said  University 
Police  Chief  Robert  W.  Kelshaw.  “It  is  a  federal 
offense  and  a  third-degree  felony  in  the  state  of 
Utah.” 

Kelshaw  said  he  has  talked  with  investigators 
from  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco  and 
Firearms  and  the  Utah  County  Attorney’s  Office  to 
gather  information. 

There  is  apparently  no  link  to  the  recent  Salt 
Lake  City  bombings.  “It  did  not  resemble  the 
bombings  that  killed  two  persons  in  Salt  Lake  City 
last  week  and  does  not  appear  to  be  connected  at  all 
with  that  case,”  said  Kelshaw.  Police  also  do  not 
believe  the  incident  is  connected  with  the  Ramses 
exhibit,  said  Harker. 

University  Police  have  gathered  remaining 
.pieces  of  the  bomb  as  evidence.  Kelshaw  said  this 
type  of  incident  is  not  unlike  incidents  that  have 
occurred  on  some  West'  Coast  campuses.

Mouritsen  said  he  has  heard  of  similar  news 
coverage  in  other  states,  and  he  believes  the  church 
is  receiving  negative  publicity  throughout  much  of 
the  U.S. 

This  is  a  difficult  situation  for  the  Church,  said 
Mouritsen,  possibly  the  most  difficult  of  the  cen¬ 
tury.  “I  think  the  church  has  handled  the  situation 
very  well,  especially  by  holding  the  news  confer¬ 
ence.” 

One  way  to  curb  neative  and  unfair  coverage  in 
connection  with  the  recent  incidents,  Mouritsen 
said,  is  for  the  church  to  continue  the  openness  of 
those  involved,  especially  church  leaders. 

Newspaper  accounts  from  around  the  country 
appear  to  be  playing  up  the  connection  between  the 
bombings  and  the  LDS  Church  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  Atlanta  Journal  on  Oct.  17  said,  “A  Mormon 
researcher,  critically  injured  when  a  bomb 
accidentally  went  off  in  his  car,  was  responsible  for 
two  fatal  explosions  .  .  .” 

A  headline  in  The  Arizona  Republic  on  the  same 
day  said,  “Salt  Lake  Bomb  Critically  Injures  Mor¬ 
mon  Expert.” 

New  York  Times  national  editor,  David  R. 
Jones,  said  he  is  satisfied  with  the  way  his  people 
have  been  covering  the  story.  “I  thought  it  was 
interesting  for  the  president  of  the  church  to  hold  a 
news  conference,  and  to  reveal  a  financial  connec¬ 
tion  between  the  letters  and  the  church,”  said 
Jones. 

A  journalism  professor  at  the  University  of  Mis¬ 
souri  in  Columbia  Wednesday  said  his  staff  hadn’t 
been  following  the  story  that  closely.  “We  didn’t 
think  it  was  that  big  of  a  deal,”  he  said. 

In  Chicago,  at  the  Northwestern  University 
journalism  department,  J.  Raymond  Delong,  assis¬ 
tant  professor  of  journalism  administration,  said 
coverage  in  that  area  had  been  rather  small.  The 
articles  he  had  seen  appeared  to  have  been  written 
objectively,  he  said.

said,  “From  fifth  grade  to  eighth  grade  there  is  a 
561  percent  increase  in  the  use  of  pot  alone.  That  is 
the  time  most  kids  make  the  decision  to  use  drugs 
or  not.” 

Mother’s  story 

Bangerter  shared  the  story  of  one  person  who 
was  drug  dependent.  “The  mother  described  the 
deep  desperation  and  helplessness  that  she  and  her 
husband  experienced  when  they  discovered  their 
sixteen-year-old  son  was  chemically  dependent  and 
a  heavy  user  of  a  variety  of  drugs. 

“They  tried  to  convince  him  to  enter  a  treatment 
program,  but  he  chose  instead  to  leave  home  and 
move  in  with  his  drug  dealers,”  Bangerter  said. 

“With  the  assistance  of  law  enforcement  and 
other  professionals  they  finally  got  him  back  home. 
His  mother  described  him  as  ‘a  total  stranger  who 
was  saturated  with  drugs  of  every  description.’  He 
was  angry,  bitter  and  totally  irrational. 

"If  this  family  had  not  found  help  through  a  re¬ 
sidential  treatment  program,  they  very  likely 
would  have  lost  that  son,”  she  said. 


Bangerter  said  she  has  learned  drugs  can  be  a 


The  governor’s  wife  said  she  has  invited  women 
legislators,  mayors  and  the  wives  of  state,  county 
and  local  officials,  to  become  involved  in  the  strug¬ 
gle  against  substance  abuse. 

Bangerter  encouraged  Dayspring  graduates  to 
become  involved  in  peer  counseling  and  support 
programs  since  they  are  effective  tools  in  combat¬ 
ting  the  problem. 

Effective  program 

Dayspring  is  a  program  used  by  most  Utah  hos¬ 
pitals  to  help  adolescents  and  adults  overcome  drug 
abuse.  The  program  operates  an  injjatient  facility 
for  patients  to  learn  how  to  manage  their  lives 
without  depending  on  alcohol  or  mood  drugs. 

“We  try  to  assess  and  find  out  who  the  patients 
are  and  what  they  need.  .Then  we  go  get  the  prob¬ 
lem,”  Russell  said. 

“The  rate  of  those  patients  who  complete  the 
treatment  program  is  about  69  percent,”  he  added.

days,  denounced  the  Soviet  occupation  of  Afghanistan, 
will  propose  that  the  Soviets  join  in  a  coordinated 
attempt  to  settle  conflicts  in  five  Third  World  nations. 

According  to  Jones,  Reagan  has  an  expressed  interest 
in  discussing  the  country  that  became  a  turning  point  in 
Soviet-American  relations. 

“One  of  the  countries  that  Reagan  wants  to  discuss  is 
Afghanistan  itself,”  said  Jones. 

“The  Soviet  invasion  in  December  of  1979  was  really 
the  turning  point  of  Soviet-American  relations  that  led 


to  the  collapse  of  detente  and  led  in  part  to  a  series  of 
American  embargoes.  This  also  led  to  the  withdrawal  of 
the  SALT  II  treaties  from  Senate  consideration.” 

While  more  than  100,000  Soviet  troops  are  trying  to 
impose  an  unpopular  Communist  regime  on  the  Afgha¬ 
nistan  people,  the  United  States,  through  Pakistan,  is 
giving  support  in  military  aid  to  Afghanistan  rebels, 
Jones  said. 

The  issue  of  Afghanistan  appears  to  be  an  area  in 
which  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  United  States  will  not 
see  eye  to  eye. 

U.S.  support  continues 

“I  don’t  see  the  Soviet  Union  withdrawing  from 
Afghanistan,  and  I  don’t  see  the  United  States  lessening 
its  support  for  the  rebels,”  he  said.  “That  war  has  been 
going  on  for  six  years  ...  I  don’t  expect  any  resolution 
on  that  issue.” 

A  parallel  problem  is  occurring  in  Nicaragua  and  El 
Salvador,  he  said. 

According  to  Jones,  the  Soviet  Union  is  backing  the 
leftist  Nicaraguan  government  and  the  El  Salvadoran 
rebels,  while  the  United  States  is  supporting  the  El 


Salvadoran  government  and  Nicaraguan  rebels. 

The  current  military  efforts  will  continue  despite  the 
summit  talks,  he  said.  “Basically,  I  don’t  see  any  change 
coming  out  of  that,  summit.” 

Increased  defense  spending 

Since  the  late  1970s  there  has  been  a  tremendous 
amount  of  money  spent  on  military  defense.  However, 
“there  is  a  genuine  desire  on  both  sides  to  show  some 
basic  progress  on  arms  control.”  According  to  Jones, , 
Reagan  and  Gorbachev  have  the  many  of  the  same 
reasons  for  supporting  arms  control.  Not  so  much  be¬ 
cause  of  world  opinion,  but  Reagan  and  Gorbachev  real¬ 
ize  both  economies  will  benefit  if  they  reduce  military 
spending,  Jones  said. 

The  fact  that  both  nations  want  to  redirect  spending 
from  military  to  their  respective  civilian  economies  is  a 
basis  for  agreement,  Jones  said,  and  should  produce 
some  signs  of  progress. 

Reagan  is  interested  ih  decreasing  the  budget  deficit 
and  Gorbachev  wants  to  revitalize  the  non-military  sec¬ 
tor  of  the  Soviet  economy,  he  said.

Reagan  takes  first  step, 

wants  Soviets  to  follow 


UNITE  D  NATIONS  ( AP)  —  President  Reagan 
committed  the  United  States  on  Thursday  to  “a 
fresh, start”  in  U.S.-Soviet  relations  and  the  search 
for  world  peace,  proposing  that  Moscow  join  him  in 
trying  to  settle  conflicts  irf  five  war-torn  nations 
where  he\  said  the  Soviets  are  contributing  to  the 
daily  loss  of  life. 

Launching  a  public  relations  counteroffensive 
from  the  podium  of  the  United  Nations  General 
Assembly  on  its  40th  anniversary,  Reagan  shifted 
his  focus  for  next  month’s  summit  meeting  with 
Soviet  leader  Mikhail  Gorbachev  from  nuclear  arms 
reduction  to  local  flashpoints  in  the  Third  World. 

He  said  before  he  goes  to  Geneva  for  the  Nov.  19- 
20  summit,  he  will  present  new  proposals  for  en¬ 
ding  what  he  called  the  unjustified  division  of 
Europe  between  East  and  West. 

Soviet  Foreign  Minister  Eduard  A.  Shevard¬ 
nadze,  who  drew  worldwide  attention  two  months 
ago  with  his  proposal  from  the  same  lectern  for 
“star  peace”  instead  Of  “Star  Wars,”  sat  impassive¬ 
ly  in  the  packed  but  silent  chamber  as  Reagan  spent 
a  half  hour  presenting  what  he  called  the  plain  and 
simple  but  deep  and  abiding  differences  between 
the  United  States  and  Soviet  Union. 

The  Soviet  foreign  minister  spoke  after  Reagan, 
reiterating  that  “the  Soviet  Union  has  countered 
the  concept  of  Star  Wars  with  the  concept  of  star 
peace  and  of  lasting  peace  on  earth.” 

He  denounced  the  United  States’  recent  attempt 
to  redefine  the  1972  Antiballistic  Missile  Treaty  to 
permit  development  of  Reagan’s  strategic  space 
shield,  popularly  called  Star  Wars.

MINNEAPOLIS  (AP)  —  An  attorney  who 
already  was  accused  of  stealing  $24,000  from  two 
former  clients  has  been  indicted  by  a  federal  grand 
jury  on  21  counts  alleging  fraudulent  banking 
transactions. 

John  Flanagan,  54,  of  St.  Paul,  had  disappeared 
from  Minnesota  in  July  after  allegations  arose  con¬ 
cerning  his  handling  of  clients’  funds.

Banks  are  required  to  file  reports  on  currency 
transactions  of  more  than  $10,000,  and  Flanagan 
gave  incorrect  Social  Security  numbers  for  the  re¬ 
ports,  the  indictment  alleges. 


Hofmann  lawyer  angry; 
condemns  investigation 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  chief  suspect  i 
two  fatal  bombings  has  ruptured  eardrums,  is  grog¬ 
gy  from  several  operations  and  lost  his  glasses  in 
the  explosion  that  destroyed  his  car  last  week,  his 
attorney  said  Thursday. 

Meanwhile,  defense  attorney  Bradley  Rich  and 
Salt  Lake  County  Attorney  Ted  Cannon  said  they 
are  concerned  that  publicity  surrounding  the  bomb¬ 
ings  could  be  causing  less  visible,  but  equally  se¬ 
rious  harm  to  Mark  Hofmann’s  chances  for  a  fair 
trial,  if  he  is  charged. 

“It’s  unprecedented  in  my  12  years  of  defending 
criminal  cases.  There  are  anonymous  sources  with¬ 
in  the  police  department  passing  out  what  I  call  ‘the 
theory  of  the  day,’  ”  Rich  said. 

Rich  blasted  authorities  for  calling  Hofmann 
their  prime  suspect  for  more  than  a  week : —  yet  not 
filing  charges — after  separate  bombs  disguised  as 
packages  killed  Steven  L.  Christensen  and  Kathy 
Sheets.  ' 

Hofmann,  a  dealer  in  historical  documents  who 
was  seriously  injured  when  a  bomb  exploded  in  his 
sports  ear- Oct.  16  —  one  day  after  the  twin  fatal 
bombings  —  is  physically  unable  to  help  his  attor¬ 
neys  prepare  to  defend  him  from  “a  public  witch¬ 
hunt,”  the  attorneysaid.

Mubarak  told  reporters  in  Cairo  afterward  that 
they  discussed  the  Peres  proposal,  which  includes 
an  offer  to  meet  Hussein  in  Amman.

The  king  told  reporters  he  saw  “some  positive 
development”  in  the  Israeli  prime  minister’s  offer, 
made  in  a  speech  Monday  to  the  U.N.  General 
Assembly  in  New  York. 

He  cited  the  reference  to  a  possible  international 
conference,  possibly  under  U.N.  auspices,  and  the 
Israeli  leader’s  mention  of  negotiations  based  on 
U.N.  Security  Council  Resolutions  242  and  338.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Republican- 
controlled  Senate,  moving  to  sidetrack  President 
Reagan’s  unpopular  $1.9  billion  arms  sale  to  Jor¬ 
dan,  voted  97-1  Thursday  to  ban  the  deal  until 
March  1  unless  King  Hussein  begins  “direct  and 
meaningful”  peace  talks  with  the  Israelis. 

GOP  leaders  said  Reagan  agreed  reluctantly  to 
accept  the  restriction,  and  several  senators  said  his 
only  other  alternative  was  to  have  his  sale  of  soph¬ 
isticated  aircraft,  air  defense  missiles  and  other 
weapons  shot  down  altogether. 

But  Hussein,  speaking  in  an  interview  in  Am¬ 
man,  said  the  Senate’s  action  amounted  to  “reneg¬ 
ing”  by  the  United  States.  “One  wouldn’t  like  to  use 
the  word  blackmail,  but  it’s  totally  unacceptable. 
Obviously  it’s  not  a  way  to  deal  with  problems 
among  friends. 

“I  have  made  it  abundantly  clear  to  our  friends  in 
Washington  that  unless  the  agreement  between  us 
and  the  United  States  is  implemented  in  the  man¬ 
ner  agreed  upon .  .  .  this  (peace  talks)  is  the  last  we 
would  do  to  try  to  secure  this  particular  package,” 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Congress,  struggling 
to  make  good  on  the  budget  it  adopted  over  the 
summer,  made  unsteady  progress  Thursday  to¬ 
ward  accepting  omnibus  legislation  for  spending 
cuts  and  tax  changes. 

At  the  same  time,  congressional  negotiators 
trying  to  draft  a  compromise  version  of  a  Senate- 
passed  budget  plan  appeared  to  be  at  odds  with 
President  Reagan  over  whether  the  Pentagon  will 
be  immune  from  cuts  in  the  drive  to  force  a  balanced 
budget  by  1991. 

The  House  approved  its  version  of  a  $61. 1  billion 
deficit-reduction  bill  on  a  virtual  party-line  vote  of 
228-199  after  defeating  a  Republican  effort  to  cut 
even  further  by  killing  housing  programs  and  limit¬ 
ing  federal  pay  increases  and  health  benefits. 

But  the  Senate,  moving  toward  a  final  vote  on  its 
$85.6  billion  version  of  the  measure,  bogged  down 
when  legislators  moved  to  attach  legislation  pro¬ 
viding  aid  for  the  textile  industry. 

Senate  Majority  Leader  Robert  Dole,  R-Kan., 
said  attaching  that  measure  would  open  the  way  for 
a  flood  of  unrelated  amendments. 

The  House  and  Senate  versions  of  the  deficit- 
reduction  packages  include  spending  cuts,  tax 
hikes  and  other  provisions  designed  to  limit  the 
estimated  deficit  this  fiscal  year  to  about  $171  bil-

Richard  Boulware,  spokesman  for  Stapleton, 
said  the  advertising  was  not  fair. 

“We’re  not  terribly  pleased  with  it,”  Boulware 
said.  “Stapleton  certainly  has  some  delay  prob¬ 
lems,  but  it  seems  it  has  been  blown  out  of  propor¬ 
tion  and  used  as  an  advertising  gimmick.” 

Western  Airlines  officials  said  the  ad  was  a  good 
way  to  drum  up  more  business  and  added  that  they 
plan  to  run  it  in  Time  magazine,  Sports  Illustrated 
and  four  travel  publications.

JOHANNESBURG,  South  Africa  (AP)  —  Hun¬ 
dreds  of  rioterKcarried  their  rage  against  apartheid 
to  the  heart  of  white  Cape  Town  on  Thursday, 
smashing  windows  and  overturning  cars  in  a 
fashionable  shopping  street,  witnesses  reported. 

Police  headquarters  in  Pretoria  said  seven  black 
and  mixed-race  people  had  been  killed  in  townships 
around  Cape  Town  and  in  other  parts  of  the 
country. 

Journalists  on  the  scene  said  chaos  reigned  as 
police  pursued  rioters,  beating  the  rioters  with  rub¬ 
ber  whips. 

“Initially  they  beat  everyone  who  was  not  white. 
Later,  they  beat  everyone  indiscriminately,  even 
whites.  If  you  were  walking  in  a  group,  they  beat 
you,”  one  reporter  said. 

In  Pretoria,  President  P.W.  Botha  announced 
that  the  state  of  emergency  had  been  ended  in  six  of 
the  36  black  communities  on  which  it  was  imposed 
July  21  because  calm  had  been  restored  there. 

All  six  are  small  rural  communities  where  few 
major  clashes  had  been  reported  in  South  Africa’s 
14  months  of  uprising  against  apartheid,  the  race 
laws  that  keep  power  in  the  hands  of  5  million 
whites  and  deny  rights  to  the  nation’s  24  million 
blacks. 


Camels  to  help  control 
African  desert  growth 
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NAIROBI,  Kenya  (AP)  —  Researchers  trying  to 
halt  the  spread  of  Africa’s  deserts  are  looking  for 
help  from  one  of  the  few  creatures  that  thrive  there 
—  the  camel. 

The  researchers  maintain  that  camels  should 
gradually  replace  cattle  in  areas  threatened  with 
becoming  deserts  because  they  are  far  less  destruc¬ 
tive  to  the  environment,  yet  produce  more  milk. 

“Historically,  camels  arrived  in  a  region  only  af¬ 
ter  the  desert  was  created,”  said  Daniel  Stiles,  a 
Nairobi-based  desertification  expert.  “Perhaps  if 
the  camel  were  to  arrive  before,  the  desert 
wouldn’t  follow.” 

While  cattle  expose  the  soil  by  eating  grass  and 
tearing  the  ground  with  their  hooves,  camels  have 
padded  feet  and  eat  mostly  shrubs  and  tree  leaves. 

Stiles,  who  works  for  the  United  Nations  En¬ 
vironment  Program,  said  that  the  “prevalent  atti¬ 
tude  within  the  agricultural  establishment,  is  that 
the  camel  is  an  animal  of  the  past  and  that  eventual¬ 
ly  it  will  disappear  or  remain  marginal. 

“To  me  that’s  completely  erroneous.  The  camel  is 
definitely  the  animal  of  the  future.  Only  in  the  past 
decade  has  research  shown  how  valuable  the  camel

jl  Because  of  the  high  demand  for  tur- 
’ey  and  its  by-products,  plus  the  fact 
|  aat  turkeys  cannot  mate  effectively 


because  of  the  cross  and  development 
of  a  variety  of  turkeys,  it  was  neces¬ 
sary  to  develop  new  methods  to  in¬ 
crease  the  population,  Johnston  said. 

Research  has  shown  that  artificial 
insemination  and  control  of  the 
amount  of  lighting  are  effective  ways 
to  increase  the  breeding  of  turkeys. 

Besides  working  on  turkeys,  John¬ 
ston  works  with  people  in  the  Third 
World  to  help  them  increase  their 
grain  and  small  animal  production  so 
they  can  take  care  of  their  own  fami¬ 
lies  and  have  extra  products  to  sell. 

In  South  America  the  research  is 
being  done  with  rabbits,  chickens  and 
guinea  pigs.  By  keeping  the  animals 
in  cages,  the  people  can  control  the 
animals’  diets  and  make  them  better 
meat  and  egg  producers.  Also,  they 
are  taught  how  to  raise  the  necessary 
grains  to  feed  the  animals  and  their 
own  families.  “We  have  been  very 
successful  thus  far  in  the  small-scale 


farming  program  in  South  America,” 
said  Johnston. 

Van  De  Graaff,  associate  professor 
of  zoology,  received  the  Teaching  Ex¬ 
cellence  Award.  His  teaching  and  re¬ 
search  have  centered  on  anatomy  and 
physiology,  and  his  recent  textbook 
on  human  anatomy  is  one  of  the  most 
widely  used  in  the  country.  He  will  be 
publishing  a  new  textbook  on  physiol¬ 
ogy  in  January. 

During  the  lectures,  Van  De  Graaff 
demonstrated  that  teaching  can  be 
fun  and  different.  He  took  out  a  bag  of 
jelly  beans  and  asked  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  to  answer  questions.  Correct 
answers  were  awarded  with  a  jelly 
bean,  and  if  the  question  was  especial¬ 
ly  hard,  the  person  could  choose  the 
candy’s  color.  Faculty  members  par¬ 
ticipated  enthusiastically. 

Besides  using  different  teaching 
techniques,  it  is  necessary  that  the 


•  students  understand  what  you  expect 
of  them,  said  Van  De  Graaff.  “I  have 
learned  to  be  very  clear  and  precise 
and  to  be  very  professional  with  the 
students.” 

When  a  professional  atmosphere  is 
established,  respect  will  be  shared 
between  the  students  and  the  profes¬ 
sor,,  he  said. 

“Be  honest,  be  consistent  in  testing 
and  be  accessible.  Just  as  students 
learn  from  professors,  professors  can 
learn  from  students,”  he  said. 

He  said  there  are  a  number  of 
teachers  and  professors  who  have  in¬ 
fluenced  his  teaching.  “Good  charac-’ 
teristics  and  attributes  can  be  learned 
from  other  teachers  and  used  in  your 
own  teaching  methods.” 

Along  with  implementing  other 
teachers’  techniques,  professors  need 
to  develop  their  own  style  of  teaching. 
“Be  yourself,”  he  said.

Miller  said  building  the  Jordanelle  Dam  and  Re¬ 
servoir  to  meet  the  water  needs  of  Salt  Lake  Coun¬ 
ty  and  northern  Utah  County  may  be  necessary 
sometime,  but  by  building  it  now  it  would  create  a 
water  storage  surplus  on  the  Provo  River  and  cre¬ 
ate  unnecessary  burdens  for  taxpayers. 

He  called  for  a  defeat  of  the  repayment  contract 
so  citizens  and  officials  can  make  a  “mid-course 
correction”  and  consider  other  possible  alterna¬ 
tives  to  fill  future  water  needs.  Other  alternatives 
are  the  development  of  Bear  River  water,  surplus 
water  in  the  Weber  Basin  and  underground  water 
in  the  Salt  Lake  Valley. 

Miller  said  he  believes  government  leaders  will 
not  drop  support  if  voters  defeat  the  repayment 
contract. 

Miller  criticized  the  Central  Utah  Water  Conser¬ 
vancy  District,  which  voters  created  to  administer 
the  CUP.  He  said  the  district  was  distributing  what 
he  called  “misinformation”  about  the  repayment 
contract.  The  conservancy  district  official’s  im¬ 
plications  that  the  Jordanelle  Dam  is  necessary  to 
secure  Colorado  River  water  rights  are  unfounded, 
said  Miller.

Coach  La  Veil  Edwards  said  of  lasttweek’s  game, ' 
“it  was  one  of  the  wildest  games  I’ve  been  involved 
in.”  Not  only  did  quarterback  Robbie  Bosco  set  a 
new  conference  and  school  record  for  passing  with 
585  yards,  but  the  game,  set  a  new  record  for  play¬ 
ing  time  at  3:43.

Students  who  aspire  to  be  law  students  know 
that  much  of  their  future  depends  on  how  they  do  on 
the  law  school  admissions  test,  referred  to  as  the 
LSAT. 

To  assist  students  in  preparing  for  this  examina¬ 
tion,  the  BYU  Conferences  and  Workshops  depart¬ 
ment  offers  preparation  classes  three  times  a  year, 
the  dates  of  which  coincide  with  the  administering 
of  the  LSAT. 

“We  use  three  instructors  in  different  areas,” 
said  Kay  Bailey,  program  assistant.  “Our  $50 
course  is  comparable  to  a  $300  or  $400  dollar  course 
offered  locally,  so  we’re  a  good  deal.” 


Another  advantage  to  taking  the  class  at  BYU  i: 
it  is  taught  on  campus  during  the  day,  Bailey  said. 

Areas  of  emphasis  are  writing,  taught  by  Don 
Norton;  reading  and  comprehension,  taught  by 
Joyce  Hooker;  and  philosophy  and  logic,  taught  by 
Orem  City  Attorney,  Bryce  McEuen. 

Extra  experience  is  offered  to  students  in  the 
form  of  a  practice  LSAT.  The  actual  June  1985  test 
is  administered  to  interested  students  for  a  $5 
handling  fee. 

“This  allows  students  to  get  experience  with 
what  the  actual  test  is  like,”  said  Bailey.  “They 
know  exactly  what  to  expect  when  they  get  there.”

The  newly  completed  Genealogical  Library  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  in  Salt  Lake  City  has  been 
dedicated. 

President  Gordon  B.  Hinckley,  second  counselor  in  the  First 
Presidency  of  the  LDS  Church  conducted  the  dedicatory  services 
for  the  $8.2  million  library.  A  cornerstone  ceremony  preceded  it. 

Collection  transferred 

The  five-story  library  will  house  the  world’s  largest  collection 
of  genealogical  records,  according  to  church  officials.  That  collec¬ 
tion,  which  is  being  transferred  from  the  nearby  LDS  Church 


Office  Building,  has  been  gathered  from  100  Countries  and  in¬ 
cludes  1,450,000  cataloged  reels  of  microfilmed  records,  160,000 
printed  volumes  of  family  and  local  history,  microfiche,  maps, 
atlases,  gazetteers  and  numerous  other  reference  works. 

2,000  visitors  daily 

Library  officials  said  an  average  of  2,000  people  daily  visit  the 
library,  many  of  whom  are  from  outside  the  state  and  country. 

The  facility  is  the  fifth  library  that  has  been  used  to  house 
genealogical  records  by  the  LDS  Church  since  1894.

Writer,  actress  depicts  life 
in  a  world  spun  with  words

Carol  Lynn  Pearson,  famed  LDS  author,  play¬ 
wright  and  BYU  alumnus,  said  she  envies  today’s 
BYU  students  —  their  intellectual  experiences, 
but  not  their  trials. 

While  Pearson  said  she  would  not  relive  her  chal¬ 
lenges,  her  intellectual  experiences  continue  in  the 
form  of  her  inborn  writing  and  acting  skills. 

Pearson,  a  Salt  Lake  City  native,  experienced 
her  first  writing  triumph  in  elementary  school, 
when  she  won  a  school  writing  contest  with  an 
essay  titled  “Why  Eat  a  Better  Breakfast.” 

Pearson,  who  attended  BY  High  School  when 
her  family  moved  to  Provo,  said  her  teenage  years 
were  trying.  These  trying  times  became  a  back¬ 
ground  for  her  earlier  writing. 

“I  was  a  miserable  adolescent,  like  all  young  peo¬ 
ple,”  Pearson  said.  “I  wrote  a  lot  of  theraputic 
poems  that  were  j  ust  awful ,  ”  she  said  in  a  telephone 
interview  with  The  Daily  Universe. 

She  still  has  those  poems,  which  she  keeps  in  a 
file  labeled,  “Poems  —  very  bad.” 

Pearson  later  attended  BYU  where  she  had  a 
“wonderful  experience.”  She  said  she  envies  to¬ 
day’s  B  YU  students  —  “their  intellectual  stimula¬ 
tion  but  not  them  agonies.” 

While  at  BYU,  Pearson  won  the  best  actress 
award  twice  for  playing  Joan  of  Arc.  She  also 
toured  the  Orient  in  1960  with  BYU’s  Drama  De-. 
partment  production  “Blythe  Spirit.” 

Of  her  acting  skills,  on  and  off  tour,  Harold  Han¬ 
sen,  former  chairman  of  BYU’s  Drama  Department 
said,  “she  could  move  into  character  just  bril¬ 
liantly.” 

Pearson  received  her  bachelor’s  degree  in  1961, 
and  her  master’s  degree  in  1962  in  drama  from 
BYU. 

After  marrying  Gerald  Pearson  in  1966  and 
traveling  for  a  year,  during  which  time  she  wrote  a 
play,  “The  Order  is  Love,”  Pearson  and  her  hus¬ 
band  returned  to  Utah  where  she  submitted  the 


play  to  Lorin  Wheelwright,  Dean  of  BYU’s  College 
of  Fine  Arts  and.  Communications. 

At  Wheelwright’s  suggestion,  she  combined 
efforts  with  Lex  de  Azevedo.  The  resulting  musical 
enjoyed  excellent  success,  according  to  Wheel¬ 
wright. 

Pearson  has  not  only  succeeded  in  drama,  but  she 
has  published  a  nymber  of  books.  Her  first  book  of 
poems,  titled  “Beginnings,”  sold  out  immediately 
at  the  BYU  Bookstore.  “As  a  real  fluke,  we  sold 
20,000  before' we.  did  any  advertising.”  Pearson 


Perhaps  her  most  well-known  work  is  the  music¬ 
al  “My  Turn  on  Earth,”  in  which  she  once  again 
teamed  up  with  de  Azevedo. 

While  her  large-scale  productions  have  been 
highly  acclaimed,  Pearson  said  her  best  works  may 
be  the  humorous  notebooks  she  helped  write,  such 
as  “The  Marriageable  Mormon  Male’s  Notebook.” 
She  said,  “Mormbhs  need  to  laugh  at  themselves.” 


In  1973  Pearson  published  “Daughters  of  Light,” 
a  book  which  focuses  on  the  spiritual  experiences  of 
early  Mormon  women. 

“It  was  really  exciting  to  discover  (their)  writ¬ 
ing,”  Pearson  said)  “I  found  they  had  been  discus¬ 
sing  the  same  issues  (the  struggle  to  find  their 
identity  in  a  society  dominated  by  males)  that  had 
been  puzzling  me  all  of  my  life.” 

In  1976  the  Pearsons  moved  from  Provo  to  Wal¬ 
nut  Creek,  Calif,  ,  where  she  currently  resides.  In 
1980  she  and  Gerald  were  divorced. 


During  such  difficult  times,  Pearson  said  she  has 
learned  to  keep,  the  view  that  all  of  us  need 
adversity.  ,. 

“It  is  so  easy  .especially  for  adolescents ,  to  throw 
in  the  towel.  You  need  to  be  kind  to  yourself  and 
realize  that  it  is  just  a  process. 

“The  casting  ih  this  seemingly  chaotic  play  (of 
life)  has  significance  in  terms  of  the  whole  show,” 
Pearson  added.  “We  need  to  have  faith  in  the  per¬ 
son  we  were  sent  here  to  be,  even  when  there  is  no 
reason  for  hope.”
